Following up to let this group know I have drafted the proclamation and am 
running by DEQ’s energy office to get their input before moving forward within 
the Governor’s Office for comments. 

One policy issue I do want to raise now, however, is that the National Clean 
Energy Week template and movement defines “clean energy” very broadly to 
include natural gas, carbon capture and sequestration, and nuclear energy. I’ve 
drafted the NC proclamation to define “clean energy” to include renewables, 
biomass, and energy efficiency, which are uncontrovertibly clean energy. 

Including other energy sources in the definition of clean energy would raise big 
concerns among the clean energy sector and environmental community. 
Supporters of natural gas and nuclear would argue those sources are clean, but I 
don’t think they will be up in arms about it not being considered clean energy in 
the proclamation. 

While Matthew Sear below is talking about a National Clean Energy Week, in the 
proclamation, Gov will be proclaiming Clean Energy Week in NC and, 
accordingly, define clean energy on his own terms. 

Do you all have any concerns about this approach to the definition of clean 
energy? Is anyone aware of Gov considering “clean energy” in the broad terms 
that the NCEW folks do?
